The Editor, 
Didsbury Pioneer. 

We are informed that a petition 
has been circulated in the Town of 
Didsbury and the surrounding dis- 
trict, directed to the Government, 
requesting that the section of road 
East ot town from the Rosebud 
bridge through the subway be closed 
so that the bridge can be moved 
away and used on a proposed new 
road to be constructed straight East 
from the town to the highway. We 
understand that this petition has 
been signed by most of the business 
men in town as well as by a number 
of farmers North-East, West and 
South of the town, most of baat 
seldom, if ever, have occasion 
use the present road through ihe 
subway. 

We wish to make it clear that we 
are not opposed to a new road beirg 
constructed from the town to the 
highway as suggested, provided it 
is constructed and paid for by the 
Department of Public Works. We 
are, however, very much opposed to 
the proposed closing of the road 
through the subway. We, who use 
this road a lot, find the subway a 
safe and satisfactory method of 
crossing a highway which even now 
carries a great deal of high speed 
traffic and which will undoubtedly 
be far more crowded and dangerous 
to cross after it is hard-surfaced and 
the Banff-Jasper road is competed, 
If the subway is closed it will mean 
that to go to town we will have to 
make three sharp turns to cross the 
highway, one of which is onto it at 
the top of the hill and another is off 
it at the bottom of the hill, Both 
these turns are exceptionally danger- 
}ous, as any person who drives this 
lroad can readily see. In fact many | 

of the farmers in this part of the 
district have intimated that if the 
subway is closed it will be easier 
and safer to go to Carstairs than to 
Didsbury. We feel that this
